The following is an extract of a letter 
I have just received from a distin- 
guished officer of the army: 

Novcmbcb, 1, 18»J2. 
Dbab Sis: I still see no clear, well defined 
issue to this war. We are groping in mist, 
and in spite of the teachings of history we 
seem to mistrust our only compass of safety, 
vis : the written compact of government, our 
patient — find fault 
with individuals, "and think, by displacing 
leaders, they can produce results. This is nat- 
ural, but I fear will do no real good. 

I hope the people of Kentucky have had 
enough of secession rule to judge which is 
best, tbe old government of tho land, or the 
orders of irresponsible Captains and Colonels. 
In discussing the arbitrary act* of our enemies 
and selves, I have frequently asserted that the 
Southern military leaders were the first to 
take tbe slaves of loyal masters and wagons 
and horses of our people. It was so reported 
to me in Kentucky, that, long before we per- 
mitted a slave to come intoour military camps, 
the secession leaders pressed slaves to work on 
tbe forts at Columbus and Bowling Green, 
and, that in many instances loyal masters 
did not get their slaves back. Also that 
Johnson (Albert Sydney), Polk, 
and Pillow, all helped themselves to the 
wagons and horses, corn, wheat, Ac, of 
farmers without asking their consent. 
Am I not right in this? Again, have not 
Morgan and Bragg carried away from Ken- 
tucky provisions and stock by violence and 
force without the consent of the owners, or 
forced them to take pay in Confederate 
money ? 

My opinion is that the adherents of the 
Southern cause have initiated principles of 
warfare, that, when applied to themselves, 
will be destructive of all their material inter- 
ests, and that, if we retaliate, they are estop- 
ped by their ewn practices. 

Our correspondent will, we think, be able to 
see in the results of late elections, strong 
evidences that the people of the United States 
have confidence in "our only compass of safety, 
the written compact of government, the con- 
stitution,'' and are resolved that it shall be 
guarded and preserved.

Nf* Yona, !fov. 6, 1863. 
Republicans of the Northwest, what is the 
reason that you will not now aid the country 
to present a spectacle to all men worthy of the 
race from whence you spring — a sight such as 
rlnffir history records, and such as poetry and 
the arts immortalize?

achieved it. Humbly accepting the terrible 
cbastenings of tbe Divine arm beneath which 
our pride and our interests so severely suffer, 
why can we not, with one accord, soul linked 
with soul, band joined in hand, and voice 
attuned with voice, make incarnate the con- 
stitution; and, like a band of brothers, join 
in the now dominant American conservative 
sentiment, without tbe slightest deviation 
from the "platform" just erected by the spon- 
taneous will of our noble people; and thus, 
rallying about our excellent and well-inten- 
tioned President, push on at once a war of 
love and a war of fire and steel against the

If at that time it had been suggested to them, 
that, before the crushing of the rebellion and 
the restoration of tbe Union, they could be 
brought to renew their old partisan strifes, they 
would have regarded the suggestion with scorn 
and abhorrence.

For a time the harmony of action on the 
part of the entire people continued unbroken. 
The President of the United States endorsed 
and encouraged it by appointing to office his 
old friends and his old opponents indiscrimin- 
ately, and the popular verdict was unanimous 
and cordial in support of his course. ' Old Re- 
publicans and old Democrats expressly or 
tacitly agreed to forego all discussion as to 
slavery and its many issues, at least till after 
the Union should be re-established upon a 
sure foundation. The resolutions of Congress 
in regard to the purposes Of the war and the 

unanimity in that body and heartily 
with unanimity by the people. Thu 
went on prosperously for several months, but 
at length the evil spirit, the foul devil of abo- 
lition, returned into the bosoms of his vota- 
ries, who, weary of playing the patriot, 
thought they discovered, in the excitement of 
the nation, their long-sought opportunity of 
mounting a whirlwind that should, even in 
the midst of war, sweep slavery from the face 
of the earth. Soon the anti-slavery rage took 
possession of their souls, and only in the lurid 
and baleful glare of that feeling did they look 
upon the war at all.

\ts restoration without the utter &nuitiilfltion 
of slavery. 

These pestilent coworkers with the Southern 
rebels over-persuaded the President, partly by 
promises, partly by threats, to issue in an Ill- 
starred hour his unfortunate proclamation. 
Believing that they could command a majority 
of the people, they organized for the late elec- 
tions, nominated their candidates upon a party 
platform, and denounced as enemies of the 
Government and of the war those who refused 
to act with them. All conservatism they 
stamped as treason. They set all good coun- 
sel and all patriotic appeals at naught. They 
struck for a revolution only less heinous than 
that contemplated by the great rebellion. The 
result is before the world. The architects of 
ruin are vanquished. They arc beaten back. 
They are overthrown. And now, deeply 
humbled and righteously rebuked, it is to be 
hoped that they will go back to the ground 
they occupied in common with their fellow- 
citizens during the first months of the rebel- 
lion and in good faith unite with us in the 
energetic prosecution of the war with a sole 
view to the speediest possible restoration of 
the Union, "the Union as it was." 

President Lincoln can breathe free again. 
We trust he feels tbe lifting of a heavy weight 
from his bosom. The men who have insisted 
upon the right to prescribe his policy are made 
to realize their position. Those who hrve as- 
sumed to dictate to him find themselves dic- 
tated to by a power they dare not resist. The 
would be rulers are ruled, the insolent re- 
bukers rebuked.

I 
Washington, October M, loo 1. ) 
lion. K. M. Slaiilon. Secretary ot Wai : 

Sin— In reply to the general interrogatories 
contained in your letter of yesterday, 1 have 
to report: 

L The requisitions for supplies to the army 
under General McClellan are made by bis staff 
officers on the Chiefs of Bureaus here: that is, 
fortjuartennaeters' supplies, by his Chief Quar- 
termaster on the Quartermaster General; for 
Commissary supplies, by his Chief Commis- 
sary on the Commissary General, 4c. No 
such requisitions have been, to my know ledge, 
made ufion the Secretary of War, and none 
upon the General-in-Chief. 

2. On several occasions General McClellan 
has telegraphed to me that bis army was defi- 
cient iu certain supplies. All these telegrams 
were immediatelv referred to the Heads of 
Bureaus, with orders to report. It was ascer- 
tained that in every instance the requisitions 
had been immediatelv filled, except one. where 
the Quartermaster General had been obliged to 
send from Philadelphia certain articles of 
clothing, tents, Ac, not having a full supply 
here. 

There has not been, so far as I could ascer- 
tain, any neglect or delay in any Department 
or Bureau, in issuing all supplies asked for liy 
General McClellan or by the officers of his 
staff. Delays have occasionally occurred in 
forwarding supplies by rail, on account of the 
crowded condition of the iepots. or of a want 
of curs: but whenever notified of this, agent' 
have been sent out to remove the difficulty, 
I'nder the excellent superintendence of Gen, 
ilaupt. I think these delays have been less fre- 
quent and of shorter duration than is u.-u.d 
w ith freight trains. 

An army of the size of that under General 
McClellan will frequently be for some days 
without the supplies asked, on account or neg- 
lect in making timely requisitions and un- 
avoidable delays in forwarding them, and in 
distributing tbem to the different brigades and 
regiments. 

From all the information I ran oUain I am 
of opinion that the requisitions from that ar- 
ray have been filled more promptly, and that 
the men, as a general rulcj have been better 
supplied than our armfee operatinir in the 
West. The latter ha e operated at much 
greater distance from the sources of supply 
and have had far less facilities for transporta- 
tion. In fine, I believe no armies in the world, 
w bile in campaign, have been more promptly 
or better supplied than ours. 

3. Soon after the battle of Antietam, Gen 
McClellan was urged to give me information 
of his intended movements, in order that if he 
moved l«tween the enemy and Washington 
reinforcements could be sent from this place 
On the 1st ofOctolier. finding that he proposed 
to operate from Harper's Ferry. I urged him 
to cross the river at once and give battle to the 
enemy, ]K>inting out to him the disad- 
vantages of delaying till the autumn 
nuns had swollen the Potomac and impaired 
the roads. On the bib of October he was 
peremptorily ordered to "cross the Potomac 
and give battle to the enemy, or drive hi 
Soutn. Your army mutt move now while the 
roads are good. It willtje observed that three 
weeks have elapsed since this order was given 

4. In my opinion, there has been no such 
want of supplies in the army under General 
McClellan as to prevent his ••otnplianre w ith 
the orders to advance against the enemy. Had 
he moved to the south side of the Potomac he 
would have received bis supplies almost 
readily as by remaining lnar'tne°bnthe north. 

5. On the 7th of October, in « telegram in 
regard to his intended mow nient_ Gen. Mc- 
Clellan stated that it w ould require at least 
three days to supply th* 1st, 5tn, and »ith corps, 
that they needed shoes and other indispensa- 
ble article^ of clothing, as well as shelter tents. 
No complaint was made that any requisitions 
had not been filled, and it was interred from 
bis language that he was only waiting for the 
distribution of his supplies. On the 11th he 
telegraphed thai a portion of his supplies sent 
by rail had oeen delayed. 

As already stated, agents were immediately 
sent from here to investigate this complaint, 
and they reported that everything had goue 
forward. On the same date Uhe 11th) 1 
spoke of many of his horses being broke 
down by fatigue. On the 12th he complained 
that the rate of supply was only "1 jo horns 
per week tor the entire arm v there and in front 
of Washington " I immediately directed the 
Quartermaster General to inquire into this 
matter, and re|*rt why a larger supply was 
not furnished. 

General Meigs reported, on the Ulh, that 
the average issue of horses to General Mc- 
Clellan s army in the field and iu front of 
Washington tor the previous six weeks had 
been 1,459 per week, or 8.754 in all. In addi- 
tion, that large numbers of mules bad been 
supplied, and that the number of animals with 
General McClellan s army on the I'pper Po- 
tomac was over 31.000. He also reported that 
be was then sending to that army all the 
horses he could procure- 
On the lbtu. Gtn. McClellan stated, in re- 
gard to Gen. Meij:- = report, thai he had filled 
every requisition for shoes and clothing: "Gen. 
Meigs may have ordered these articles to be 
forwarded, but tbey have Dot rent lied our de- 
pots; and unless gT eater effort to insure prompt 
transmission is made by the Dcpai tuient ot 
which Gen. Meigs is the bead, thee might .is 
well remain in New York or Philadelphia, so 
far as this army is concerned.' 1 

I immediately called General Meigs's atten- 
tion to this apparent neglecT of his depart- 
ment. On the 25th, he reported as the result 
of his investigation that 4£.<M>0 pairs of boots 
and shoes had been received by the Quarter- 
raastei of General McClellan s army at Har- 
riers Ferry, Frederick, and Hager-towu; that 
20.WK) pairs were at Harper s F'errv depot on 
tbe 1 1st; that 10.000 more were on their wav. 
and 1 j,ooo more otd-red. 

Col. Ingals, Aide-de-Camp and Chief Quar- 
termaster to General McClellan. telegraplu i 
on the 2ith: "The suffering for want of 
clothing is exaggerated, I think, and certainly 
might have been avoided by timely requisi- 
tions of regimental and brigade commanders." 
On the 24lh he telegraphed to the Quarter- 
master General that the clothing was 
not detained in cars at the depot-. 
" Such complaints are groundless. The 
fact is, the ciothing arrives, and is 
issued, but more is still wanted. I have or- 
dered more than would seem necessary from 
any data furnished me, and I beg to remind 
you that you have always very piomptly met 
my requisitions so far as clothing is concerned. 
< »ur depot is not at fault. It provides as soon 
as due notice is given. 1 foresee no time when 
an army of over loo.OOo men will not call for 
clothing and other articles."

THE SLANG OF THE DAY. 

Nt.. York, Nov. ", 1862. 
We all kuow how cant phrartt — like na- 
tional ballads— affect unreflecting minds. We 
have only to open the pages of history, alas! 
to find to what tearful ends these terse sophisms 
have driven men. How these have blinded con- 
lence and utterly dethroued reason. How 
they have led false enthusiasts on fiery careers, 
Pb;eton-like, into the flaming gulf, wherein 
has been consumed all that these votaries en- 
joyed, together with the last hope of that 
which fain they would have accomplished. 
And our day, also, gives proof o( this truth. 
Brarj day we hear it said: "Sluvny h tht 
caure of thin rebellion.'' So is property the 
ause of theft. This answer is so complete 
hat even Mr. Sumner's iagenuity cannot es- 
cape it. Slavery guaranteed by the Constitu 
tion becomes a personal right, and its posses 
sion. therefore, is no more the cause of this 
rebellion than is that of horses— so the pretext 
that, because of this nyht, this property shall 
be illegally wrenched away, becomes an air 
•ity so felonious tbat to"i»e despised it need 
only be comprehended. And this exposure at 
once puts an end to tbe sophism that we shall 
kc war u|>on a contract to which ourselves 
are a party, in order, forsooth, to enforce that 
contract!" Thus it follows that the man who 
asserts slavery as a cause of war avows himself 
a traitor to the Government and ■ disunion 
ist. And yet how very many excellent men 
are every day doing this very thing from the 
sheer influence of a slang phrase. I need 
hardly explain that military contingenci 
have nothing whatever to do with this propo- 
sition.

"Eternal vigilance is tbe price of lib 
erty. - ' The Government lor which we con- 
tend is nothing unless its spirit be maintained 
unsoiled. Defaced, battered, fragmentized, " 
becomes a new thing, or, no thing. It is not 
our palladium, nor does our sacred flag repre 
sent such a monstrosity. If there lie not pow 
er in loyal arms to preserve our constitution 
as it is — and knave or fool is he who denies 
this power — then we are common murderer 
and rioters, if we pursue a sanguinary conflic 
without an object worthy of tbe sacrifice.

I 6end you the facts in regard to what ha 
recently taken place in this region of th 
State. ' Three weeks ago, Saturday last, fou 
coiupanie-- of the 14th Kentucky Cavalr 
'mostly tiuvelling in wagonsfjhowever), came 
to this point, reaching it just at the time Hum 
phrey Marshall was making his retreat through 
the eastern section of thi3 i Montgomery 
eountv. He was reported to have a force o 
from 12,000 to l.'i.ooo men and 4,000 or 5, 
cavalry, but we had only a force of about .C>0 
men, and on that day we captnred forty-five of 
them. We heard that night that John Mor- 
gan had taken Lexington, with the small Fed 
eral force stationed there, and in bis great 
skedaddle from the State we thought it likely 
he might come this way and fall ujion us. So 
w e fell back that night to Sharpsburi;, carry 
ing our prisoners with us, and from there con 
tinned our march, by way of Carlisle, to Paris 
reached there Monday night, and set out at 
midnight again for this place, accompanied I 
the 22d Michigan Infantry and two pieces i 
artillery, with three companies of the 10th Ken 
tucky Cavalry. We reached here Mond 
morning but found no rebel forte. A scout 
was made to the head of Slate Creek, six 
teen miles, and then down Red rive 
nnd back by way of Winchester to this place 
We had a skirmish at Hed River Iron Work 
and captured four or five reliels, woundin 
one. Since that time we ha\ e sent out vari 
oiis scouting parties, and have up to this time 
secured and sent off between 245 and 
prisoners — men wbo had been in the rebel 
at my. These men have been captured by the 
14th Kentucky Cavalry mainly, assisted b. 
the Union men of the country. We have had 
no other help. The detachment of tbe 10th 
cavalry went to Lc\irgt--ti ha- un- letn.-iiud 
here but two days. Some of the Cincinnat 
papers have spoken of the captures made 
here as being made by the advance ot General 
Granger's army. Such is not the case. The 
work has been done by a part of the 1 4th 
Kentucky Cavalrv, which was only on the 
8th insL mustered into the United States ser 
vice, and have not yet received their horse, 
the animals they have used being privat 
projxrty. or captured since we came into 
region of country. The men of this regimer 
haee been recruited in this section ; they know 
tbe country thoroughly, nnd can. when the 
once are all properly mounted, clear the whol 
section to the Virginia line, and keep it clear 
of guerillas and thieves. A thousand caealry 
sent here three w eeks ago. could have captured 
» e.i-t numlierof. Marshall's disorganized arm. 
Two repiment* ot his men deserted him at 
Salyersville. Marshall, with w hat men he hx 
left, was at Abington. Ya,, last Naturdae 
w eek ago. A considerable cavalry force must 
be kept up here lo scour the whole country as 
lar as the Virginia line and keep il ipiiet. The 
tebflll have destroyed almost everything from 
this pliu-e clear out lo tin eastern line of the 
M.-iV-. belonging to I'nion men; and it is not 
r«l -ife for them to return to their homes. 
Yhey must lie protected by an ample force or 
abandon their homes forever. We have here 
now hcaMri our cavalry force ( not yet mounted ) 
the 02d Illinois. Col. Atkins, a good regiment 
of infantry — a good thing fur the protection 
.if this plana — but we can't catch rebels with 
infiiHfry. We must haee cavalry — mounted 
nie0 are the only thing to catch them with, 
and »v*n then ther gen«rally outrun us.

to be seen. It is noev certain that, in conse- 
uence of the extraordinary delay in the 
uioecuients ol our army, the rebels have com- 
pletely eluded them, and are now beyond 
their reach. The autumnal rains have com- 
menced; the rivers and small si reams of Yir- 
inia are no longer fonlahle; the roads are be- 
onnug muddy and impracticable ; and all 
laid and effective movement is nearly impossi- 
le. If it was any part of Gen. McClellan s pur- 
. to prevent a dat Urn battle with the rebel 
rmv, he wa3 probably left in command just 
long enough to accomplish his object. 

These remarks are understood by some as 
reparing the w av for the announcement that 
the Array of the Potomac is without further 
Iterations to go into winter-quarters. We 
do not so construe the remarks, though they 
are certainly liable to such a construction, or 
would be, supposing the Times to be in direct 
and confidential relations with the authorities 
t Washington, which however is not by any 
means certain. As it is, we suppose the re- 
irLs are thrown out simply by way of 
cusing in advance and at tbe ex- 
pense of the former commander any failure 
on the part of the new commander to achieve 
creat results. We take the speculation to be 
merely a stroke of partisan policy, and clearly 
a very ingenious one, as it is calculated not 
only to blunt failure and to sharpen success 
as the event may direct, but in whatever 
event to let rly a Parthian arrow at Gen- 
eral McClellan. The Times is unquestion- 
ably a dab in all the tricks of partisanship. 

Rut the country is hardly in a mood to ap- 
preciate skill of this description. ThcTime3 ex- 
pends its energies in a sphere out of tbe line of 
tbe public ga/.e and of tbe public solicitude. The 
nation is at present engrossed with its own fate, 
and cares little or nothing for the fate of indi- 
iduals, considered separately. Persons in this 
conjuncture are the objects of the public con- 
cern only aa they are the ministers of the pub- 
lic salvation. If General Burnside, with the 
magnificent army now waiting to move at his 
command, should fail to achieve great results, 
no personal considerations would serve to 
diminish the regret of any patriot worthy 
of the name; while, on the other hand, if 
General Burnside shall achieve great re- 
sults, as we hope and pray and believe 
he will, no personal considerations will serve 
to diminish the joy and exultation with which 
the breast of eiery true patriot w ill burn. 
What all patriots want is great results. If 
tbey are obtained, all patriots will rejoice, and. if 
they are not obtained, all putriots will lament, 
without much regard in either event to the 
fate of individuals as individuals. Burnside is 
nothing; McClellan is nothing: but tbe Gen- 
eral who wins victories for the Republic is 
the Republic's benefactor. He is the Gene- 
eral for us. He is the General for all patriots. 

Such is we believe the prevailing view of 
the country. The country basj and will have 
no favorites whom she'dod not reckon her l-en- 
efactors. She has justice for all, but ap- 
plause and gratitude and affection for those 
alone who according to their opportunities 
serve her victoriously. General Burnside has 
nothing more to fear and nothing les3 to hope 
than this. Let his personal and partisan 
adherents, therefore, rest content; and, 
above all, let them not talk aliout 
or hint ut bis now going into win- 
ter-quarters. Let them not think of 
it. Such a step, under the extraordinary 
:um3tances raised by the proclamation of 
emancipation and by the removal of General 
McClellan, would be to the public mind 
utterly inexcusable. The country would ac- 
cept no excuse for it. None indeed could 
be given. The act would stand forth as one 
of monstrous and glaring infidelity to the 
country and to humanity. Whatever some 
of the wilder radicals may desire and declare 
on this point, we know full well tbat the 
President does not think or dream of )>ermit- 
ting such a step. The country may safely rest 
assured of this. Burnside will not go into 
winter-quarters short of Richmond. He will 
winter in the enemy's Capital. Such is our 
prediction. 



Tbe AiivaKCEom Wildos.— The telegraph 
gives us informsAtoa relative to General Fos- 
ters expeditioto to possess VVeldon, which is an 
important point on the great route from the 
North to the South, from w hence several rail- 
roads diverge, the most imjiortant of which 
runs to Petersburg and Richmond. Our land 
forces have reached Palmyra on the Roanoke 
river, which is tw enty-five or thirty miles from 
Weldon, while the gunl oats have ascended lo 
Tarhoro' on thu Tar river and to Hamilton 
on the Roanoke. Tarhoro' is not more than a 
day's march tromthe railroad, which is the de- 
ject of attack and occupation. This move- 
ment is a part of the original Burnside expe- 
dition and we have no doubt that the present 
repose of the army of the Potomac may be at 
tributed to the necessity of awaiting the result 
of the expedition, which if successful will get 
the rebel army iKdween the upper and nether 
millstones. 

These movements arc doubtless the origin 
of the recent rejiort that Gen. Foster hod 
captured three thousand rebels. We feel every 
confidence that he wiil lie successful in the 
future; the Raleigh papers sounded the note 
of alarm some time since, and told the author- 
ities at Richmond that North Carolina wa3 
unable to resist the forces which the Federal 
government w as collecting at Newbern. Tur- 
l>oro ? is nearer to the railroad at Goldsboro" 
than Palmyra ii to Weldon, so that Gen. Fos- 
ter can cut it at either point. 

fSefF It ha3 been stated that Gen. De3ha was 
released a few days ago from Camp Chase and 
went to his home in Harrison county, Ken- 
tucky. He is stated to l>e under indictment 
for treason and also for a high misdemeanor 
against the (lovernment of the United States 
The Shelby ville News cannot understand why 
he is at liberty. That pu|>er says 

We know tbat the evidence upon which the 
indictments were found was positive as to his 
enlisting men for hi.- son's company ; and, as- 
suming command, he marched them to Pike- 
ton, where Ben Desha's company was in camp; 
that on the march, when invited into citizens 
houses to stay at night, he declined, on the 
ground that he "preferred remaining in 
with his men!'' lie also furnished money, anil 
paid money to men to enlist in the rebel ser- 
vice. If such a man — of influence and stand- 
ing iff society — is thus permitted to roam at 
large, w ith indictments hanging over him that 
wiu justly consign his neck to the halter, or

Bjk^y~ The radicals say they hava been de- 
feated at the ballot-box not in any degree on 
account of the proclamation of emancipation 
bat because the war has not been prosecuted 
more vigorously! This assertion exhibits a 
cry pitiful confusion of thought. 
It is true, the people in the late elections 
demanded u more vigorous prosecution of the 
war. This was the question in general. 
Thus far the radicals are correct. But the 
particular question was: "What is a more vig- 
orous prosecution of the war'.'" The radical 
candidates answered: "The enforcement of 
the proclamation of emancipation." The con- 
servative candidates answered: "Tbe revoca- 
tion of the proclamation of emancipation, ami 
the wielding of larger armies under skilful 
Generals, according to the laws of civilize, | 
warfare." The radicals said: "Emancipation." 
The conservatives said: "Fighting." And the 
l»eople elected the conservative candidates 
This is the w hole story. 

Now, it the people, demanding a more vig- 
orous prosecution of the war, as all admit thi 
people did demand, believed that emancipa 
tion would involve a more vigorous proseoi 
tion of the war, why did they vote against the 
candidates who were avowedly in favor of 
emancipation, and vote for the candidates who 
were avowedly opposed to it .' There can be 
but one answer to this question. The people 
did not believe any su« h thing. They believ- 
ed exactly the contrary ; and, in voting again H 
the radical candidates, they voted against 
the policy of emancipation represented by 
those candidates, and in favor of the old 
fashioned way of fighting with bullets, in 
stead of the new-fashioned way of fightinf 
with paper pellets, that require the fighting to 
be over and the victory to be won before the 
missiles can take effect. If the people did not 
mean to condemn tbe proclamation by votinj 
against tbe candidates who represented it 
ther meant nothing, and might as well havi 
cast their ballots in the nearest ditch, so far as 
the moral significance of the act is concerned 
But they of course did mean to condemn 
the proclamation. They have condemned it 
Their condemnation is clear, distinct, em- 



Courts of Inquiry are becoming quite 
common. The necessity for them, if it exists, 
as it probably does, is much to be regretted. 
Courts of Inquiry, as the Philadelphia In- 
quirer remarks, do not proceed to trial, but 
examine the entire evidence, to see whether 
there is ground for trial. They form a sort of 
military Grand Jury for bringing in true bills 
of indictment, which are to be tried by Courtn- 
martial. They are convened only by the 
authority of the President of the United States, 
this authority being usually delegated to such 
commanders as have the right to order Courts- 
martial. The court U3ually consists of three 
members and a Judge Advocate or Recorder. 
The jurisdiction of tbe court ' only extends to 
an examination into the nature of the trans- 
action, accusation or imputation against any 
officer or soldier; but they shall not give 
their opinion on tbe merits of the case, ex- 
cepting they shall be thereto specially di- 
rected." But it is usual for a court to be 
directed to declare whether or not there ore 
grounds for charges against any individual. 

These Courts are evidently rendered neces- 
sary sometimes by a variety of causes. Gen- 
erals fail to do their duty, either from pur- 
posed neglect, which they hope will be over- 
looked, or from want of intelligence, which 
they cannot see in themselves. Men are ad- 
vanced to posts which are too much for them, 
and then retain them, knowing this fact, be- 
cause they are too proud and too selfish to give 
up the glittering bauble they have grasped. 
The only way to make them find their pro- 
per level is stern inquiry. 

But again, such investigations are caused by 
human jealousy. In the race for pre-emi- 
nence, men would pull each other back ; in the 
perilous ascent of that tempting hill of Fame 
they would tear each other down; and one 
way is to charge one another falsely with mis- 
demeanor, or to magnify and aggravate the 
little errors which they discern. 

It would apjiear then that Courts of Inquiry 
are good or bad, according to circumstances. 
They are useful and beneficent when there is 
really something hidden which is worthy of 
investigation— when, by their anticipated ter- 
rors, they stir up the indolent, reproach the 
wrong-doers, or expose the criminal. 

Tbey are evil when there is nothing to in- 
vestigate; when the charges are groundless; 
when |iersonal character is unjustly attacked; 
w hen, in a word, they can be used as instru- 
ments of unjust power. Pending an import- 
ant campaign, which embraces, in some w ay 
or other, all the troops in the field, it is doubt- 
ful whether such courts are expedient, for, 
verytVequently, witnesses cannot be obtained; 
they are really wanted at their posts, and can- 
not be spared; or they tire abitrarily held buck 
by interested parties, or they are liable to 
death or capture, at a time when, perhaps, the 
action of the Court depend3 upon their testi- 
mony.

The Tkrhirlb Disaster at Jackson, Mis*. 
The Grenada (Miss.) Appeal of the Oth inst. 
contains the following announcement by tele- 
graph : 

Jackson, November 4 — Shortly after three 
o'clock this afternoon the building in this 
city used 113 a cartidge manufactory, having a 
large amount of powder stored in it, was 
blown up, causing a fearful concussion and a 
great loss of life. Of its occupants — boys, girls, 
and young ladies — not one is known to have 
escaped. In the existing confusion and excite- 
ment it is impossible to learn the number cer- 
tainly lost. It is not less than thirty, and may 
flfr overreach that numlier. The cause of the 
explosion is yet unknown. 

The Appeal thus comments on the disaster: 

The explosion of the government arsenal at 
Jackson, Miss., announced in our telegraphic 
column, is another of those occurrences inci- 
dent to war, and of which we have been called 
upon to make several announcements since 
the commencement of tbe present contest. 
Our only additional information is such as we 
have been able to glean from passengers who 
arrived this morning, and who, having left 
shortly after the occurrence of the accident, 
could give but little. 

The building occupied w a- a large two-story 
brick, formerly used as a city scboolbouse. The 
upper 3tory was used for the construction of 
ammunition for small arm-. the work in which 
was perf irmed by young ladies and boys and 
girls. The lower story was devoted to the prep- 
aration of shell, etc. One gentleman informs 
us that the report was that the accident origin- 
ated in the latter department, and was caused 
by picking a shell. The w alls of the building 
were entirely demolished, and the wood-work 
instantly set in a blaze, and so intense was the 
heat and the danger from the continual explo- 
sion of the .-In II- in tbe building as the fire 
reached them, tbat it was impossible, up to the 
time the train left, to render any assistance to 
the unfortunates surviving the explosion, if 
there were any. For the same reason the ex- 
act loss could not be ascertained, but the scat- 
tered remains of some thirty that were blown 
to a distance had been collected. 

The explosion was distinctly heard at Can- 
ton. In tbe city its effects were visible in 
every direction. Shattered windows several 
squares distant attested its destroying force. 
At one time it was thought a frame building a 
short distance from the scene, in which a large 
amount of powder was stored, would be fired 
by the heat of the exploding shells, but up to 
our latest advices it had escaped. The lamen- 
tations of those who had relatives and friends 
engaged in the building are represented to 
haee been heartrending, and continued up the 
departure of the train. Not one was known 
to have escaped from the building, yet an anx- 
ious hope was pervading the entue couimuui 
ty, thousands of whom were Interested, 
some one was uninjured ai * 
fritnd lartd, 



as the people 
themselves do. The miserable fallacies with 
which these leaders seek to deaden the sense- 
of defeat are equally silly and unmanly. In 
conceding that the people demanded a more 
vigorous prosecution of the war, and voted 
with an eye single or at least with special ref- 
erent* to this demand, as the whole tribe of 
radicals notoriously do concede, they logic 
surrender the question in dispute.

Here the Editor of the Times tells us that all of 
the millions of slaves in the Pnited States are 
soon to be emancipated, and that any scheme 
f transporting or sending them out of the 
ountry is wild and impossible — that they 
must, in whatever relation to the whites and 
o the State and National Governments, re- 
main in the South. But we do not see w by In- 
to regard as uncertain the nature of the 
condition in which they are to live. The 
be iusists on. 
idea of their lieing slaves, and, 
if they are not slaves, they must, in spite of 
attempt at a sys- 
tem of Mexican peonage or San Iiomingo ap- 
ticeship, lie free — free to all intents and 
purposes. We do not suppose that he h ts any 
doubt at all upon this subject. He unques- 
tionably expects all the myriads of slaves in 
the South to retu.iin there, just as free as the 
white citizen?, at liberty to labor as they please, 
and to be aj idle as they please. 

This, so far as we can learn, is the view ta- 
ken by all or nearly all of the Republican 
leaders. Their fixed theory is that the mil' 
lions of slaves are to inhabit the South as free 
men. confined, penned up by Northern legis- 
lation within the Southern domain, not per- 
mitted to set foot, without punishment, upon 
the soil of any State now free. But what fact 
or argument or fancy tan have made them 
think that tbe white citizens of the South will 
ever submit to such a condition of things, we 
at a loss to conceive. Tbe white men ol 
the South might perhaps be destroyed by fire 
and sword, or they might possibly be driven 
utterly from their section, leaving it either 
uninhabited or peopled only by the freed 
blacks, but there is no earthly or even heav- 
enly truth more unquestionable than that t hey 
will never live with 
as owners and masters 

If the aliolition party, the republican party, 
any other party expects, that, after the 
crushing of the rebellion and the restoration 
of the I'nion, the Southern States will occupy 
any other position in the Union than that of 
perfect equality with the Northern States, such 
party, unless it shall abandon its chimerical 
expectation, will very soon find itself anni- 
hilated. The Southern States will have and 
exercise, after the I'nion shall be restoredi 
just the same rights and prerogatives that they 
had and exercised before the rebellion broke 
out, and any theory that they must or will 
permit tbeir multitudinoui hosts of slaves to 
be cooped up as free rovers and licensed vaga- 
bonds within their borders is most thoroughly 
preposterous. We know well that the war 
must of necessity, in the natural course of 
events, inflict tremendous injuries upon the 
slave interests, and to that ncvessity all loyal 
men South and North will unmurmtiringly 
submit, but the great m us of the blacks will 
remain where they are and ex icily in the con- 
dition in which they are, their relation with 

itied in any essential or even unessential par- 
ticular. No other result i3 passible. 

Tbe President's proclamation of an inten- 
tion to proclaim abolition has had its day. It has 
strengthened the rebellion in the South, cre- 
ated divisions and strifes and caused the de- 
feat of its advocates in the North, and weak- 
ened and disgraced us in Europe. We know 
that the President meant well in issuing it, 
and we trust that he will do well by repealing 
it or suffering it to pass off as a dead letter. 
As wc have said, we expect that the prosecu- 
tion of tbe war in the South, if the rebels by 
their obstinacy compel us to prosecute it there, 
will interfere greatly with the slave interests. 
A hundred times we earnestly warned our 
Southern friends two years ago that this would 
inevitably be the case, if, by secession, they 
should inaugurate war, and Heaven knows 
thev have found our w arnings partially, and 
will lin d them wholly verified. They are des- 
tined to find that they will, in consequence 
of the war, have fewer slaves, and that those 
they do have will be rendered more intracta- 
ble and less valuable than at present. They 
will find the amount of their slave property 
diminished and its necessary evils and dan- 
gers increased. Yet under no supjiosable cir- 
cumstances can the evils of slavery be compar- 
able to those of a condition of society com- 
posed principally of manumitted slaves. 

The Times suggests some of the questions 
that would spring'up for solution in Congress 
if the emancipation proclamation should be 
carried out— in what parts of the South the 
freed blacks should live— under what political 
system— in what relation to the whites— and 
in what relation to the State and National 
Governments; and the Editor s|ieaks of these 
questions as difficult to solve and yet of un- 
speakable importance. Yes, those questions 
and fifty more would spring up. all so difficult 
to solve that their solution would lie absolute- 
ly impracticable. The solution, whether 
attempted by a Congress composed ex- 
clusively of members from States now loyal 
or of members from all the thirty-four 
States, would soon be seen to be among the 
wildest of impossibilities. Our raging and 
perplexed politicians would find themselves at 
sea in tempest and night with neither star nor 
compass to guide them. They would have no 
precedent in the world '• history to enlighten 
their action, for never were fkWkitm or 
statesmen called on to adjust such difficulties 
as would requtreadjustment. Even the great- 
est men that ever figured in our country s age 



Bf*y*The friends and apologists of the trait- 
ors who have left this State to return as its 
armed invaders assert in many instances that 
thev were remaining quietly at home and 
would so have continued if "Lincoln's hire- 
lings' bad not been sent to arrest them, aud 
that they were thus driven from the State and 
into the Confederate army.

Now we 
have no doubt that some persons have been 
made to believe that process had been issued for 
their arrest, for the men who were active in get- 
ting up recruits for the Confederacy told them 
what they knew to be false in order to entice 
them from home, but Humphrey Marshall was 
not one of" that class of dupes.

-ion- traitor; he was not precipitated into 
revolution, bit approached it with deliberation; 
it w as not with him, as Humphrey s fat proto- 
type, Sir John Falstaff, said of the Earl of 
Woreester :

He bas not "reversed the policy of 
Buell" by assuming the offensive, for the 
Army of the Ohio from the time it left Tenne 
see, about two months ago, was never on the 
defensive, except when it was interposed be- 
tween Bragg and the city of Louisville. This 
w as but momentary, and Buell s divisions im 
mediately started in pursuit of the reliels; he 
was unfortunate in not bringing them to 
general engagement, hut he drove 
tbem, dispirited and broken, from the 
State, and thus opened the way for 
the easf advance of Gen. Rosecrans to the 
relief of Nashville, after tbe very method 
which Gen. Buell had predetermined and com- 
menced before he was superseded.

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Retaliation.— The unwritten history of 
the war in Kentucky is fall of horrors. A 
correspondent writing from Crab Orchard on 
the 31st ult. gave us some of the sad particu- 
lars of the hanging of Capt. H. King and fif- 
teen other loyal citizens by Kirhy Smith's 
troops on their passage out of the State, in 
tbe vicinity of the Cumberland Gap. It was 
not pretended that Capt. King's party were 
guilty of bushwhacking or of engaging in ir- 
regular warfare of any kind, as tbey bad been 
organized only for the defence of their homes. 
It is but natural that such atrocities should 
excite a spirit of retaliation, and that spirit bas 
already been manifested. On Thursday, the 
6th inst., a party of loyal men visited tbe vi- 
cinity of Hackney s Corners, two and a half 
miles from Big Rockcastle River, and captured 
a party of nine men, belonging to different 
corps of the rebel army. The captives were 
held in custody but a short time, but were e3 
ecuted upon a tree not far from the scene of 
the outrage perpetrated a short time ago by 
Kirby Smith's pickets. In fact these out- 
raged citizens announced their determination 
to hang any rebel soldier caught between Mt 
Vernon and London, and in the execution of 
the nine men their threat was carried out. 

A perfect terror exists in that unhappy por- 
tion of the State, and our informant states 
that the residents along the public thorough- 
fares are all forsaking their homes and seeking 
safety in tbe mountain wilds.

To the respectod and much-loved President 
of the United States this movement speaks:

The Tribune prints the report of the Har- 
per's Ferry military commission and gives 
the following synopsis of facts elicited, edito- 
rially. The material facts arc as follows: 

Col. Miles was in command at Harper's 
Ferry. Gen. White was present from Sept. 
12th till tbe surrender, but did not assume 
command. Colonel Ford took command of 
Marvlmd Heights Sept. r>th. Gen. McClel- 
lan left Washington for Rockville, Sept. 7th, 
most of his forces having preceded him. The 
enemy attacked Maryland Heights on the 
morning of Sept. i:tth. 

The 120th New York broke and fled dis- 
gracefully, and the breastwork on the heights 
was lost. Colonel Miles was on Maryland 
Heights that evening for some hours, con- 
sulting with Colonel Ford. He left between 
11 and II o'clock without directly ordering 
Colonel Ford to evacuate the Heights, but 
with instructions to spike his guns if com- 
pelled to abandon them. About 2 o'clock 
Colonel Ford abandoned tbe Heights. 

The enemy did not occupy tbem. and the 
next day Colonel Massy sent over four com- 
panies, who brought away four guns and a 
wagon load of ammnnition. 

Alter the evacuation of Maryland Heights, 
Colonel Miles sent word to McClellan, then at 
Frederick City, that unless reinforced he 
could not bold out 48 hours. 

McClellan thereupon despatched a messen- 
ger to Gen. Franklin, who was engaged with 
the enemy at Crampton's Gap, that he was 
wholly unable to give the needed assistance or 
to give it in time. McClellan appears to have 
made no other effort to relieve the place. The 
enemy attacked Harj-er's Kerry on the morn- 
ing of the 1Mb. and at HA. M. the surrender 
was agreed on, Col. Miles representing to the 
Kripide Commanders, whom he consulted, 
that hi? ammunition was nearly exhausted, 
and they concurring in his discretion to sur- 
render. 

The commission acquit Gen. White, Col. 
Dilltassy, and Col. Trimble of all blamo for 
the surrender, and praise the capacity of the 
former. They rind that Col. Ford was given 
a Col. Miles discretionary power to abandon 
Maryland Heights, but that the exercise of 
this discretion was premature. That he con 
ducted the defense with no ability, and that 
this exhibition of lack of capacity disqualifi 
him for command. Col. Miles is convicted of 
incapacity and criminal neglect, especially in 
neglecting to fortify ana hold Maryland 
Heights, the key of the position, and the 
evidence stated in the report concerning his 
course with the rebels is such as to raise the 
strongest suspicions of treachery. Also Gen 
Wool is gravely censured for placing so in- 
capable an officer aa Col. Miles in command. 

Concerning McClellan, the evidence adduced 
n the report, and the opinion expressed by the 
commission, arc most direct and damaging. 

The General-in-Chief testifies that (Ten. Mr 
Clellan, after receiving orders to drive the en- 
emy from Maryland, marched on an average 
only six miles a day in pursuit, and that in hi 
opinion he both could aud should have relieved 
Harper's Ferry. In this opinion the commis- 
}Q fully concur.

In war and in peace you are always writing 
and at all times write nearer right upon all 
subjects th.vi any laxly else, but you can t 
write everybody ri^ht. You can in the gen- 
eral out-general in the command of political 
armies, hut in this war you are out-generaled. 
You may write and write, hut you can't make 
e Generals do right. You may and do con- 
ince, men of what is right, but you fail upon 
the Generals generally. They are generally 
too fast or too slow or too something else. 
Bragg's army could have been captured hefore 
juncture was formed with Kirby Smith at 
Camp Dick Robinson, and both armies could 
have been penned in at that place, but not 
being done there it could have been done at 
or near Crab Orchard. Still failing there, it 
coul I have been effected between Crab Or- 
chard and the Cumberland Gap. So say hun- 
dreds of officers and thousands of the soldiers 
of the I'nioti army. Ami the rebels them- 
selves, all the time, expected this result. They 
xpected after leaving Crab Orchard to lie 
headed at Big Hill and London, and even 
readed tbe pass at Wildcat. But in all this 
icy were agreeably disap]>ointed, and our 
army and our citizens very nnd exceedingly 
disagreeably so. Now what is the result of 
the failure in this matter? What the loss of 
life in our soldiery ? Say nothing of the cost 
the Government. Hundreds of our soldiers 
n their return from tbe pursuit of the enemy 
were barefooted in a manner, Rome quite so, 
nd thou ands nearly so, were returning 
through snow and mud without food or rai- 
ment, and in many instances without money, 
" aving received nothing in the way of cloth- 
ig or money for the last nine uonths, asther 
ated, when calling upon the Union friends 
for aid, who, with a sorrowful heart, bad often 
to turn them off or give tbem bal a morsel of 
bread, the rebels having on their retreat forci- 
bly took, ate, destroyed, and carried away 
>verything edible, wearable, rideable, or 
driveable, and burning all the rails, and nearly 
all on and around every farm and garden from 
Crab Orchard to Cumberland Gap; and, worse 
than all, when the hellians reached the ford 
few miles on this side of the Gap, knowing 
they were out of danger of be«ng overhauled 
by their pursuers, without any fear from 
the enemy and without the fear of God 
the advice of the devil himself (as 
I believe), inhumanly and murderously 
(words too mild) hung Capt. King and fifteen 
others — some captured with the Captain near 
the Orchard by Ashby's guerillas, and others 
picked up by tbe retreating devils at other 
places. This heart-rending scene took place 
after crossing the Cumberland river; they 
were hung upon a large wild cherry tree, just 
below tbo ford, on the south side of the river, 
n plain view of the travelling eye. The suf- 
ferers were cut down and thrown into a com- 
mon grave — not a grave, but an excavation 
was made in the earth just so deep that the 
upper portions of the dead bodies would be 
"evel with the adjacent surface of the ground; 
then some dirt was thrown over, barely cov- 
ering the bodies. Thus the brave and unfor- 
tunate lay until the relatives of Captain 
King and of some of the relations of 
others reached the lonesome place of the 
lamented deal, when they, together with 
the kind friends at Barboursville and the 
neighbors in the country, disintorred the 
bodies, cleansed them of the dirt, redressed 
them, dug the pit sufficiently deep and wide, 
wrapped the bodies in cloths and blankets, 
and replaced them to rest in better order, 
when the laborers, no doubt, felt that they had 
somewhat relieved the unfortunate dead. Then 
they built a strong wall around the pit of death, 
four feet high, and tilled it up with dirt, rais- 
ing it to a moand. Here is a monument, the 
sight of which, in all time to come, will cause 
passing rebels to weep, tremble, and quake, 
not for the dead, but for their own sake. This 
tragedy was enacted by the foul and hellish 
fag-end of Bragg's army. Bragg himself, we 
suppose, was at Knoxville, or near Chattanoo- 
ra, having made no stop at the Gap, leaving, 
lowever, some eight or nine hundred starving 
thieves there who are still picketing the ford 
on this side, stealing and robbing the citizens 
of what few horses and cattle they did not get 
on their hasty retreat. A robbing bond of 
280 of them passed through Williamsburg, 
Whitley county, Ky., the other day, stealing 
every horse and other thing that they could 
get their hands on which they could carry off, 
women's and children's clothing, bedding, Ac, 
pretending to be, as they said, on their way 
across Gilico mountain to the head of Marsh 
creek to caich and hang Colonel Clift and his

General Cameron telegraphs that he will be 
here to-morrow.

The following is an extract from General 
Halleck's letter to Secretary Stanton: 

Hf a r>vr carters op mi Army, ) 
Washington, Oct. 28, 1802. J 
To Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

Sir — In reply to the general interrogations 
contained in your letter of yesterday, 1 have 
the honor to report: 

First — That requisitions for supplies for the 
army under General McClellan are made by 
his staff officers on the chiefs of bureaus here — 
that is, tbe Ou&rtermaster applies by his Chief 
Quartermaster on the Quartermaster-General 
for commissary supplies, by bis Chief Com 
missary on tbe Commissary-General, &c. N 
such requisitions have, to my knowledge 
been made upon the Secretary of War. 

Second— On several occasions Gen. MeClel 
Ion has telegraphed me that his army was de 
ficient in certain supplies. All these tele- 
grams were immediately referred to beads of 
bureaus, with orders to report. There has n 
been, so far as I could ascertain, any neglect 
or "May in any department or bureau in issu- 
ing all the supplies asked for by General 
McClellan or by the officers of his staff. 
Delays have occurred in forwarding supplies 
by railroad on account of the crowded condi 
tionofthe railroad depots or of a want of 
sufficient number of cars. 

Third. Soon after the battle of Antietam 
General McClellan was ordered to give me in 
formation of his intended movements in order 
that if he moved between the enemy and 
Washington the reinforcements could be sent 
from this place. On the 1st of October, find 
ing that he proposed to operate from Harper 
Ferry, I urged him to cross the river at once 
and give battle to the enemy, pointing out to 
him the disadvantages of delaying till the au 
tumn rains had swollen tbe Potomac and im 
paired the roads. On tbe 6th of October 
was peremptorily ordered to cross the Poto 
mac and give battle to tbe enemy or drive him 
South. I said to him, you must move now 
while the roads are in good condition. It will 
be observed that three weeks have elapsed 
since that order was given. 

Fourth. In my opinion there has been no 
such want of supplies in tbe army under Gen 
McClellan as to prevent bis compliance wit 
my orders to advance upon the enemy. Ha. 
he moved bis army to the south side of the 
Potomac he could have received his suppl 
almost as readily as by remaining inactive on 
the north side.

Washington, Nov. 10. 

It is stated up "ti positive information tba 
the rebels on the Rappahannock have been re 
inforced by twenty thousand men, a portion 
of them having arrived through Richmond 
from the army operating on the Blackwater, 
Ixdow Petersburg, and others coming from 
Western Yirginia, being a part of Bragg 
army, under Gen. Loring. 

According to the authority of secessionists 
in Washington, General Lee designs to draw 
our army under General Burnside to the Bap 
luihannock, which he has fortified and defend 
ed with a force of one hundred thousand men 
while Stonewall Jackson is to cross the Shen 
andoah and attack biin in the flank and rear 
with forty thousand men, whom he now com 
minds in the Shenandoah Valley. 

An important reconnoissance from Bolivar 
Heights was made yesterday by Gen. Gearv 
with a force of 2,500 infantry, surprising tu 
rebels at Halltown,occupyingCharlestowu,an 
pushing on to near Berryville, until the post 
tions of tbe rebel Generals Longstreet and 
Hill, in the vicinity of\#'ront Royal, were dis- 
covered, when the party retreated to camp 
They captured twelve prisoners, wounded sev- 
eral reliels, and brought home fifteen horses 
and twenty head of cattle. 

Washington, Nov. 10. 
It is ascertained that the assignment of Gen 
Burnside to tbe command of the Army of th 
Potomac is without limitation, hence the re 
ports that any other General will take theposi 
tion recently held by McClellan are not well 
founded. Ibis is at least the present state of 
affairs. 

All the statements alleging that there is 
disaffection in the army in consequence of 
change in the command of the army of th,; 
Potomac are pronounced, by those who have 
the l>est means of knowing, to lie without 
foundation. 

There is nothing in the latest foreign intell 
gence to lead to an apprehension of troubl 
wtween the United Statei and foreign jkiw 
ers in American affairs, unless it be from the 
persistent course of English merchants 
speculators in rating out privateers to prey 
npon American commerce. 

St. Loris, Nov. 10. 

The Evening News has seen a private letter 
from Springfield, Missouri, which says Gen. 
Scbolietd is moving back to that place. Tbe 
scarcity of forage ia Arkansas is said to be the 
cause of bU doing so.

Mitchbllvi'-l*, Nov. 10, 1862. 

We armed at this jumping-off place last 

ight — a depot of one or two sheds, and the 
town of Mitcbellville one and a half miles in 
the rear. The town is 
lr. Here we take to 
thirty-fire miles. 

Stores for the Nashville army leave here in 
daily trains. One train of nearly five hundred 
wagons leaves here to-day. An escort goes 
with each train for security— withal, cavalry 
squads are kept out, watchful of Sf organ s 
guerillas. The rebuilding of railroads and 
feeding a distant army, and the watching of 
Morgan's thi*?ves, te businecs enough for an 
army of itself. 

A quartermaster who left Nashville day be- 
fore yesterday gives me some items thereof. 
Provisions became very scant before McCook s 
division arrived last Friday morning. The 
army and people living bv foraging on 

the country for miles around, f rains ravaged 
in every direction, and no cornfield, chicken- 
roost, or smoke-house was secure from being 
"pressed. And at best there was half rations 
only to be had. The rebels came upon one 
side of the city, some eight to ten thomand, 
and put up an impromptu battery and com- 
menced cannonading. The siege guns of the 
city fortifications were turned upon them and 
they left incontinently. The city was so well 
fortified that no tears were entertained of cap- 
ture, or even of determined attack. The 
rebels' greatest desire was to prevent our 
foraging, Ihey needing the supplies them- 
selves; and are sending off the product of that 
rich country to the South, where they hope to 
winter. Between the two armies the entire 
region alxiut Nashville is being stripped. 

We now should all ardently pray for rain and 
a rise in the Cumberland, in order to supply 
the great army of the Cumberland. Until tnis 
occurs, we may fear the inability of our army 
to move into the enemy's country, carrying 
with them much of their subsistence, as they 
must. The LouisviJIe and Nashville road, 
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band of bushwhackers, as they said, camped 
under the Cumberland Mountains, nenr the 
Pineknot Tavern. Colonel Clift is a brave 
man; they have tried him several times and 
made failures, with considerable loss. He bos 
some two hundred men with him, fighting in 
dependently upon their own book, and if these 
hellians get them they will not many of them 
be taken alive, as the Colonel gives it out in 
speeches that he never will surrender to 
pack of damned thieves and robbers. 

They hurried on from Williamsburg across 
Gilico, and when I learn the result I will 
inform you, as you seem to desire infor 
mation from tbe mountains. Gentlemen, i 
u have ever been in our mountains, and our 
narrow but rich Valley, and were dropped 
down here now, you would say you had fall en 
in a strange land. You no more see the heal- 
thy and pleasing faces of those mothers who 
were always ready to wait on you, and wel 
come the stranger to all he needed in the 
way of diet and comfort. Nor would you see 
those little ruddy chaps, who would always 
run in from play, to see who comes, and who 
would look you in the face until they were 
satisfied that they would know you the next 
time. But you would see those mothers, once 
so healthy, happy, and free, now pallid, hungry, 
and lean, and many made widows and robbed 
of everything by this hellish rebellion; many 
of them not having tbe second dress.and with- 
out a bed on which to rest, or bedclothes 
wherewithal to cover tbem. and they are 
unable to travel to any point where their 
wonts could be supplied' by the charity of those 
who would administer to their wants. Yes, 
and those little fellows, that aforetime would 
run to 6ee you, now would run from you for 
shame of their nakedness. 1 have not space 
or ability to depict to you the extent of the 
horror and distress of this once happy land 
never rich, but happy, liecnuse they were con 
tent with what they had, and bad enough to 
do them and some to spare to the unfortunate 
and to the stranger, whom they delighted to 
entertain. But oh, how sad the change! no 
more gladness of heart, no more singing and 
laughing whilst harvesting, no more gathering 
of corn in the fall with horses, 
oxen and wagon, aud hogs trotting 
after, and a little fellow minding the gap, 
no more joy or pleasant incidents, but all is 
sadness and sorrow; nor is the neigh of the 
horse, nor the blating of tbe lamb heard in all 
the land ; nor does the cow return from the 
pea-vine with her daily supply of milk for the 
little ones. This is a short sketch of our 
troubles in part, about which I trouble you 
no more at present, but will suggest that im 
mediate relief should lie afforded tbe sufferers 
A train of Government provision wagons 
with food and raiment, should be sent and de 
posited along the wilderness roads, guarded 
and distributed among the sufferers in propor- 
tion to their needs. This should be done while 
the roads are passable. If this should be con- 
sidered t jo small a matter for Government to 
attend to, I trust the Union men in the land 
of plenty will do something for these unfor- 
tunate sufferers, who, thouSrh always compar- 
atively poor, were still happy and always 
loyal. Happiness is gone! Poverty and loy 
iilty remain. 

What about this indiscriminate paroling 
business carried on by the rebels; thieves 
and robbers, in small bands, sneaking upon a 
man, catching him unarmed, and compelling 
him to take an oath against his own Govern* 
ment? Can a Home Guard not in actual ser 
vice be considered a prisoner-of-war when 
thu3 taken? Will such paroles exempt the 
holder from the call to arms by the State or 
United States Government? 

It would immediately bring about the Ma 
goffin "iKutrality" if all the men now paroled 
that could tie by John Morgan and his asso- 
ciate guerillas were not allowed to take 
arms in defence of their country. This would 
soon end the war so far as Kentucky is con 
cerned. And, worse than all, many "individ- 
uals, to keep from the service, put themselves 
in the way to get paroled. Above all others 
such should be compelled to fight. Now, as 
our President "Oems to be able and prolific on 
proclamations, would it la? out of place for 
him to proclaim, declare, order, ana decree 
that "hereafter as heretofore" all such parolee 
are hereby annulled and declared void to all 
intents and purposes, and that if ever the pen- 
alty of death is enforced for a breach of such 
parole, tbe same penalty in a threefold meas- 
ure shall be enforced and inflicted upon all 
officers and men engaged in the murder? 

MAN Of THE MOUNTAINS. 



[Hpeclsl to theTrlhnne.] 

Nashville, Nor. 10. 
General Rosecrans and staff arrived last 
night, having left Bowling Green at 0 o'clock 
that morning on a train to Mitcbellville, and 
making tbe remainder of the trip on horse- 
back without interruption from guerillas. 
Many dwelling houses along the route have 
Iteen destroyed, and the country looks pain- 
fully desolate. The forage and stock of the 
inhabitants is nearly all gone. The reports 
about the starving situation of Nashville are 
fanciful. 

About 30,oot> bushels of corn and other sub- 
sistence were in store when McCook's 
arrived. 

The recent attack of the enemv waa a rp- 
connoissance and a feint to enable Morgan's 
guerillas to destroy the railroad bridge. 

We lost thirty in killed aud wounded. 

McCook has driven most of the rebel 
illas clear back from the city. 

The enemy is still in considerable force at 
Munfreesboro, but is retreating beyond the 
Tennessee river, destroying every thing as 
they retreat. 

New York, Nov. 12. 
Two government commission brokers have 
been sent to Fort Lawrence by order of tbe 
War Department for buying up claims against 
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even when completed, will not be able to snl>- 
sist the army. The people of the North should 
realize, all this, in their impatience for the 
advance of the army and the suppression of 
this rebellion. 

Three divisions of our army are now 
route to or at NashviL'e, and there is one divi- 
sion yet at Bowling Qreen, one at this place, 
nnd one at Gallatin, between here and Nash- 
tlle. Then there are. two whole divisions at 
Nashville, under Negjley. Other portions of 
our army are hither, and you — but I have 
tated enough to give a general idea of the 
position of our army. 

At Gallatin, eighteen miles below here, was 
Morgan's guerilla band up to day before yes- 
terday, when our division moved in, his mot- 
ley gang moving off. S ixteen of his men were 
taken yesterday, and are here now, to be 
taken to Louisville with the next train. I 
should have stated ere tins that Morgan him- 
self was at Nashville last week. At the time 
of the attack he co-operated with Breckin- 
.idge, and made a rush upon tbe bridge this 
side of the Cumberland, while the cannonad- 
ing, Ac, by Breckinridge's men was going on. 
Their great hone of hnrning tbe bridge tho day 
previous to delay Rosecraas's advance waa 
ens'iiv thwarted. Thi? guerilla war seoms to 
lie a wretched attempt to "bother'' a great ad- 
vancing army. In tact, bands of congregated 
marauders, who have no other occupation or 
inclination, apparently, axe now riditig about 
over this wretched and distracted section, do- 
ing their work in the name of John Morgan. 
They live upon the people, and exchpag« their 
poor animals for the best they can find, nd 
\ibitum. Ah me! these poor Tcnnesje* people 
are now seeing this rebellion in its tni« light ; 
as winter's dreary days come on, and a whole 
season must elapse again ere seed time and 
harvest, kow manifold and untold, must be
